JL. Paragraph 302 (a) should provide for a Deputy Director of 
Central Intelligence to be appointed from civilian or m i l ita r y Ufa 
by the Precideat by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

The Deputy Director should receive compensateon -at the rata of 
$14,000.00 per ennun. It is felt dsalrablsrttA, Include thin in the 
le gisla tion in order to provide continmAtyvof factio n . in the absenca of 
the Director or should there be a vacancy in that office. The Deputy 
Director should ha a nan of such caliber and stature as adequately 
to serve as an operating deputy to the Director. 


2. It is felt that the phrase “subject to existing lav* should 
be eliminated from paragraph 302 (b) of the proposed draft aa it 
appeara to add nothing to the meaning of the section. This in parti¬ 
cularly true as many of the functions and authorities of this Agency 
are excepted froa existing lav. In this connection we have the con¬ 
currence of the Personal Bepresentative of the President on the 
National Intelligence Authority. It is therefore felt preferable that 
section 302 (b) read as follows » 


"Under the direction of the National Security Coonoil, 
the Central Intelligence Agency shall perform foreign 
intelligence functions relating to the national security*• 

X* It is again urged that a paragraph substantially as follows 
should be Included in the proposed billi 

■The Director of Central Intelligence shall serve aa the 
Advisor to the Council on all natters pertaining to 
national intelligence and in this capacity he may attend 
meetings of tha Council at its discretion but shall take 
no part in the decisions thereof.*
